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ABSTRACT 



This supplement updates the 1985 "Russia/Soviet 



Union: A Guide to Print Materials for Teachers," a guide to 
literature for middle and high school teachers. Each entry includes 
author, title, pages, a physical description, identirying numbers, 
imprint, price, and a brief evaluative summary. Section 1, "Reference 
Books," contcx±ns six items of a general reference nature. Section 2, 
"Photographic Images," has eight books of collected photographs on 
various aspects of Soviet/Russian life, culture, and history. Section 
3, "Backgrcand reading for teachers and student projects," includes 
22 items on topics ranging from a comparison of slavery in the United 
States with Russian serfdom to a collection of Soviet political 
posters from 1917 throurh 1980. Section 4, "Books written for 
classroom ur?," contains 19 items, several of which are written for 
the rii.ddle school grades, on a variety of topics, including Mikhail 
Gorbachev, the tsars, and Sakharov. Section 5, "Units for classroom," 
includes five units, each with a brief evaluation of the unit's 
contents and its strengths or weaknesses. Section 6, "Additional 
information," lists seven special interest groups concerned with the 
Soviet Union, two film/video distributors and rental libraries, and 
three travel groups specializing in travel in the Soviet Union.

A discriminating teacher can succes.^fully use some of these exercises such as the one 
on time zones, but too many are marred by serious factual errors, outdated information, 
and biases. 

International Trade: US/USSR. Phyllis F. Maxey. Constitutional Rights Foundation, 1983. 

36 pp. gr. 10-12. $4.95 plu« $2.00 shipping and handling. 

Using US/USSR trade as a case study to introduce students to the complexity of 
international trade is a good idea. The unit written at the time of the gas pipeline 
controversy suggests a role-playing game utilizing the issues involved. This could be 
updated to deal with export restrictions on computers or the use of Soviet f&cilities to 
launch American satellites. Some of the materials to be distributed to the students are 
weak and so»e information should be corrected before being given to the students. 

Pmssi» to the Revolytion. Susan Finney and Patricia Kindle. "The Gifted Learning 
series.*' Good Apple, Inc., 1987. 59 pp. illus. grades 4-6. ISBN 0-86653-3S8-2. 
$6.95. 

Although designed to be used with a four to eight week unit on pre-revolutionary 
Russiat no suggestions of print or audio-visual resources are made. There are about 
fifteen pages of readings, and the rest of the booklet is a compilation of exercises 
ranging from the banal to the esoteric. The transliteration system is chaotic and there 
are errors. What a shame that the content of this unit does not atch its attractive 
Q Ulustrations and layout. 
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goviet Students speak to America: An Inside Vi ew of Soviet Schools , Tides Foundation/US- 
USSR Youth Exchange Program, 1984. 15 pp. gr. 8-12, $12.00. 



The student handout coverr. the Soviet school system and student orfanizations, and 
includes a few pages from a Soviet textbook and a bibliography. The discussion questions 
are thoughtful and should lead to good comparisons of the American and Soviet ^educational 
systems. Although the authors intended to have students watch a videotape on Soviet 
students as part of the unit, the handouts and discussion questions can be used 
independently from the video. 

Study of Life in the USSR. National Science Programs, 1980. $55.00. 

Most of the material is taken from Urie Bronfenbrenner 's book. Two World's of 
Childhood: U.g. and tt^e U.g.S.R. The lists of official rules for Soviet school behavior 
and other materials can be used to provoke some lively class discussions. However, the 
packet contains only seven copies of the reading materials but lots of "student comparison 
sheets, which could have b-en easily omitted and reduced the cost of this overpriced 
unit.
